will he given the grand stand at the 
fair grounds Thursday morning of 
the fair. 


This program will consist of the 
awarding of medals for the babies 
who score the highest and talks on 
child welfare work, education for 
parenthood, better babies and allied 
subjects. 
The whole scheme is out­ 
lined by the Womans Home Compan­ 
ion. 
In connection 
with the 
contest 
there will he a 
child welfare and 
health exhibit at the fair all week. 
It will he loaned to the association 
by the National Congress of Mothers. 
It will he on exhibition in a booth on 
the north side of the east entrance 
to the floral or woman’s hall. 


A trained nurse will he in charge 
of the exhibit. 
She will give free 
demonstrations for making ail sub­ 
stitutes for mothers’ milk, including 
barley water, oatmeal water, beef 
juice, broths, whey and other tilings. 
In addition there will he distributed 
from the booth literature on how 
to save 
babies 
summer 
care of 
babies, 
clothing, 
feeding, 
eyesight 
teething and all subjects ot interest 
to mothers of young children.

The statement of Justice Lamar is 
the first direct official word as to the 
progress of the conversations which 
were opened last Wednesday.

The “common ground of

tanding” in the Mexican mediation

The Mexican delegates were expec­ 
ted to make known today their posi­ 
tion and what is conceded to he the 
vital point of the Mexican problems, 
the breaking up of vast estates held 
by the powerful Cientificos and some 
plan of distribution so that the peons 
may share.

Discussion of the v alue and use of 
complete cost records on the farm is 
becoming quite frequent in the ru­ 
ral press, and rather div ergent v iews 
on this subject are being expressed, 
says the bulletin from the U. S. de­ 
portment of agriculture. 
The real 
purpose of keeping cost records is to 
determine the cost, 
income, 
and 
profit of each indiv idual enterprise in 
which the farmer is engaged; to set 
forth the gov erning factors of these; 
to exhibit the efficiency in the man­ 
agement and use of man labor, hqrse 
labor, and 
farm 
machinery; 
to 
show what the cost of liv ing amount 
to; 
and to fit these and all other 
branches of the farm industry into 
a 
oemplete 
comprehensiv e 
whole 
that shall show ev ery detail of the 
farm organization and operation. 
Cost-accounting methods that ful­ 
fill all requirements in commercial 
enterprises will not necessarily do 
for the farmer. 
While .the farm is a 
business and factory combined, it hat 
one element not found in any other 
line of business, for the farm is a 
home, and the home finances are so 
inv olv ed in those of the farm that it 
is necessary to use care and thought 
to av oid confusing the farmer’s per­ 
sonal business as a farmer.

capital may more than ('ov er his liv ­ 
ing expenses. 
By means of complete 
farm cost records these condition 
can be shown in their true light am 
the farmer enabled to discov er the 
weak spots in his business organiza­ 
tion. 


Keeping account with only one 
01 
two enterprises may not show true 
conditions. 
In such 
accounts 
al 
possible income items are usually 
remembered, hut many items of ex 
pense which complete accounts show 
actually exist are rarely added to 
the costs. 
As Prof. Warren, of the 
New York State College of Agrieul 
lure, has said, “ It is easy to figure 
a profit on anything except 
011 the 
farm as a whole,” and an attempt 
to bring the profit figured on a few 
separate special enterprise aceemnt 
into harmony with the years’ gain or 
loss on the whole farm will usually 
fail for lack of complete data. 
In all eases, actual farm v alue 
should consistently he used and the 
actual 
facts 
ascertained. 
If the 
v alues or qnanities are made too 
high in the' inv entory in order to 
-well the year’s “ hook” profits, the 
next year’s “ hook” profits are affect 
ed inv ersely in like amounts. 
If the 
crop 
yields 
are ov erestimated or 
ov erv alued to make the crops show 
up well; if they are underestimate* 
and underv alued when 
fed to liv e 
stock in order tcf show profits; it 
manure is credited to the liv e sto< 
and nev er charged to the crops; or 
it any such juggling of accounts is 
indulged in by any man he is only 
tooling himself, and he gets distort 
ed and misleading results. 
Showing 
ev ery enterprise as it is. with con 
serv ation in placing v alues, is the 
only sale road to true results. 
Another pitfall in « farm cost a* 
counting is the tendency, almost uni­ 
v ersal, to single out one farm enter­ 
prise— as, for instance, beef cattle 
— as the sole productiv e account of 
the farm and to charge all 
1 » reduce 
to this account 
at cost. 
Account­ 
ing of this kind is labor 
thrown 
away. 
The 
resu lts will not giv e the 
farmer information that will enable 
him to improv e his methods so as to 
increase his profits. 
The keeping of farm cost accounts 
requires thought and painstaking at­ 
tention in their recording, summar­ 
izing, and interpretation, but are well 
worth it.

Berlin.—Mclli Reese, Germany's fa- 


mous woman aviator, announces her 
intention of trying for the great honor 
of being the first air pilot to fly across 
the Atlantic, for which purpose she is 
constructing her own hydroaeroplane. 


-~k!ii Hei-su is y.-tdePy known not only 


as a dui-iiig liier ::;M! as Germaliy's only 
Wuiiinn aeroplane : Hot, but as tbe only 
woman in the world who conducts a 
flying school, of which she herself is 
the principal, and wlio makes a busi- 
ness of designing and manufacturini; 
flying machines. A small, lithe figure. 
Fran Beesc is a beautiful woman of 
about thirty. She won a pilot's license 
moi-e than four years ago, the first to 
be granted to a woman in Germany. 
She is not discouraged by the fact that 
she lias broken her less in live places, 
sustained fractures oi several ribs aucl 
has broken her nose three times in 
tumbles out of the air. 
These acci- 


dents, she declares, were the fault of 
her teachers and did not happen when 
she herself was at the wheel.

It is only when the- manu- 
facturers recognize this, that flying -will 
attain the popularity it deserves." 


Fran Reese said that German boys
